HERE was a short run out cf Cloney, 

R and the horses drew up in a lather 
of sweat; for the early spring sun was 
most unusually hot, and the blue sky was 
cloudless, with a faint blue-grey haze 
where it: seemed to touch the distant 
fields.

There was a sadder note 
of finality in the horn that called off the 
piebald hounds. The long whip cr ked 
with a sound of doom; and, high above 
the golden covert, skylarks were pouring 
a flood of melody upon the still warm 
air. It trickled down to the dispersing 
group of riders, and made them think of 
hay-fields with the first tiny cocks of 
fragrant grass, and of thin, gay summer 
frocks instead of dark heavy habits; and 
the other music they had loved so well 
died away in the mists of the winter that 
had gone. 


HUNTING MEANS LIFE. 


The older horses may have looked 
forward to a spell of idleness in fields 
where the grass grew high, and the older 
hounds may have comforted themselves 
with the assurance that all this would 
happen again as surely as the beech 
leaves were painted red and brown; but 
youngsters, be they children or dogs, live 
only in the present, with an occasional 
fugitive glance into the immediate past.

Curiously enough in the West, it is 
rather as the Canon than as ‘‘ George 
Birmingham ”’ that he is liked. The only 
novel the ‘‘ national’’ mind accepts is the 
one about the “bad times.” ‘‘ Spanish 
Gold,” “General John Regan,” and the 
rest, with their gallery of characters which 
seem to step in flesh and blood from the 
provincial towns and villages, do not meet 
with the same approval. He is accused of 
holding Irishmen up to ridicule. His 
humour is sometimes a trifle high, but I 
have met many a-time persons who could 
have been the models for his pictures. 
Perhaps, the trouble is that he has limned 
too truly; and maybe to the sensitive ear 
there is the faintest note of patronage in 
his tone. 


Sheridan’s Fire.

Ghe Influence of Art. 


A correspondent writes:—As doubtless 
most of your readers are aware, there is 
at least one notable exception to the rule 
observed by the writer o- the special article 
entitled ‘‘ Sermons on Canvas.’’ The history 
of Count Zinzetidorf (1700-1760) deserves to 
be remembered in this connection as one 
who was influenced by art. It will be re- 
called that in the Dusseldorf picture 
gallery he read beneath an ‘‘ Kcce Homo” 
the words: “‘This have I done for thee; 
what hast thou done for Me?’’ Hence- 
forth we are told, he said: “TI had but 
one passion and that was He, only He.” 
The Count, who had friends in all the 
churches, reorganised the Bohemian, or 
Moravian, Brethren, for whom he made 
a home on his estate at Herrnhut. In 
1751 he began to arrange missionary ex- 
peditions to the West Indies, Greenland 
and the North American Indians. The 
Moravians have been foremost in 
missionary endeavour ever since. Zinzen- 
dorf was a great friend of John Wesley, 
and his influence on the evangelical and 
missionary revival of the eighteenth 
century is thus a “ tribute paid to art out 
of personal experience.’’ 

We have an interesting link with these 
events in the Moravian Church in Lower 
Kevin street, the fresh carved stonework 
of which is in such striking contrast to 
the squalor of its surroundings. 


William Church, Esq. 


The erection of a memorial to Dr. 
Anthony Trail], the late Provost of Trinity, 
in Billy’s Church, near Bushmills, 
reminds me of an amusing story I heard 
of the little church, in which Dr. Trail] 
was go much interested. It appears that 
4a new organ had been ordered for Billy’s 
Church, and it was patiently awaited by 
Dr. Traill. At last he was so exaspe- 
rated at the delay that he decided to go 
down and speak to the stationmaster 
about the matter. The latter could give 
no explanation, byt, in the course of con- 
versation, said that they had a very large 
package addressed to ‘‘ William Church, 
Esq.,’’ and wondered what they would do 
with it. And so Dr. Traill got his organ 
home that day. Mr. Michael Healy has 
executed the exquisite little window for 
Billy’s Church to be erected shortly.

Greystones.

Chose Gift Books.

Or did a 
tragedy lurk behind ‘those unsoiled pages 
——a tragedy in which one small boy set 
out all too soon on the greatest adventure 
of all?

From 1895 to 1913 
he was Professor of

was also Professor of Canon Law. He was 
also Secretary of the Maynooth Union up 
to his appointment as Archbishop of 
of Cashel in 1913. 

Dr. Harty was a member of the Irish 
Convention set up in 1917, and since 1914 
he has been President of the Catholic 
Truth Society. ‘He has done much 
literary work, and for several years was 
one of the editors of the Irish Theological 
Quarterly. 


Galway and Yorkshire. 


Captain H. Whitworth, who has just 
resigned, with any regrets on the part of 
the members, the Mastership of the York 
and Ainsty Foxhounds, one of the best- 
known packs in the North of England, 
will be well remembered in Galway, for 
his first Mastership of Hounds was that 
of the famous Galway pack, to which he 
was elected in 1902.

“The Blue Train.” the lively comedy ly 
Reginald Arkell and Dion Titheridge, to the 
music of Robert Stolz, was presented on its 
return visit at the Gaiety Theatre, Dublin, 
last night.

SEVENTY-FIFTH EXHIBITION. 

The seventy-fifth exhibition of the Water 
Colour Society of Ireland was opened at the 
Mills’ Hall, Merrion row, Dublin, yesterday. 
Close on 250 works are on view, representing 
the foremost Irish workers in water colours. 

Lady Butler’s two water colours remimscent 
of old-time battle-fields will be much ad- 
mired. ‘‘ The Réveille on the Morning of the 
Battle ” (140) is fully suggestive of the dread 
ordeal about to be faced. “ With Despatches” 
(152) also conveys unmistakably the life and 
dash of the rider on prancing horse, E. L. 
Lawrenson is well represented. He has a 
couple of beautiful studies—*‘ A Kerry Bog” 
(150) and ‘ Evening in Kerry” (154); the 
silhouette effect of the cattle on the hilltop 
in the latter picture is very striking. 

Some studies in Martinique have provided 
Lancelot Bayly with material for delightful 
work. “The Ruins of St. Pierre ” (128) 
shows a fine colour-sense, and one must ad- 
mire the- dash of colour in “A Lane in 
Carbet ” (126). 

Much of the beauty of Glendalough is re- 
captured by Gladys Wynne in such studies 
as *‘ March in Glendalough” (155) and “ The 
Gateway, Glendalough ' (160): the soft grey 
treatment of the stone in this is excellent. 
Alexander Williams has a very pleasing pair 
of works in “Blind Sound, Achill’ (197) and 
“Culfan Strand, Connemara “ (203), in which 
he reflects these glories of the West of Tre 
land, with which he is so familiar. Letitia 
Hamilton has some excellent examples of her 
work on view.

BY LAYMEN.

T is not only the ‘“‘Jandlubber’’ who 
| makes mistakes in the use of seafaring 
terms. There are many with some 
maritime experience who permit, and, 
indeed, make, errors which would never be 
countenanced by members of the pro- 
fession.- 

As an example, how often do we see and 
hear that the steamship “' was 
oing at so many “knots per hour? 
his, perhaps, is the most common of all 
errors. A knot, in that sense of the word, 
means one nautical mile (6,060 feet) per 
hour. In other words, a knot is a 
speed and not a distance. It might be 
mentioned, in passing, that a nautical 
mile is the same as a geographical mile— 
that is to say, at the og 200n age ca 
ixiv geographical or nautical miles 
ted tee ann of longitude. “Fhis 
would be almost exactly sixty-nine land 

miles. E 


ORIGIN OF THE TERM. 


For the benefit of those who are 
still sceptic on this point, it would be well 
to vive the origin oí the teumn ‘* knot. 
In the days before ‘‘ patent logs and 
other methods of measuring the distance 
run at sea, a time-glasa and a “‘ Jog” were 
used to ascertain the speed, and hence the 
distance run. The log itself consisted of 
a sector of wood, of radius about six 
inches, weighted abovt the circumference 
só that it would keep upright and resist 
motion through the water. This log hung 
square from a span of thin line, one , part 
of which was pegged into one side of the 
log, the other part being secured to the 
other side. 

The log line, which was connected to 
the span, was marked with ‘‘knots”’ of 
pieces of cord passed between the strands 
at fixed intervals corresponding to the 
time-glass used. 
line was first wound on a reel; the log 
was then thrown over the side, well clear 
of the ship, and a 28 or 30 second time- 
When all the sand had 


& 


glass was turned. ) 
passed through the time-glass, the line wa 
nipped, the knots counted, and the speed 
was at once ascertained and entered in the 
loz-book. The strain on the line causes 
the peg to come out of the log, which 
then lies flat on the surface and is easily 
hauled in. 


ALMOST STATIONARY. 


Hence it will be seen that the number 
of knots out during the time when the 
sand runs through the sand glass were 
used to measure speed, the length between 
the knots being a distance of 47 feet 
3 inches, or 50 feet 7 inches, depending on 
whether a 28 or 30 second glass was used. 
Consequently, if one is using these 
measurements of knots, a speed of ‘10 
knots per hour ” would be less than 170 
yards per ‘hour. cae 

The ‘‘Second Dog ” is a watch which is 
often mentioned. In common parlance. one 
does not say ‘‘firstly and secondly’”’ if 
there is nothing to follow: ‘firstly and 
lastly’’ are essentially correct. In the 
same way, since there are only two dog 
watches, they must naturally be designated 
the ‘first and Jast dogs.”’ 

“Full steam ahead ’’—what a ridiculous 
expression! Does steam go ahead or 
astern? “This is such a common error. 
There is naturally one expression only— 
namely, “ Full speed ahead “' (or astern)— 
which conveys cominon sense meaning. 


“GOING ON A BOAT.” 


Another very common error is to refer to 
‘““voing on a boat.” One may go on 
board a ship or take a passage in a 
vessel. It is not customary to talk about 
living “on” a house; so why should one 
live “on” a ship? “In” is the only 
applicable word. It should also be 
remembered that any vessel of about 
1,000 tons or more is never referred to as 
a “boat —she 1s a ship. 

Many errors are made when referring to 
neval matters. As a case in point, th 
captain of a naval shin is frequentir 
referred to as the *“‘(ommander.”’ The 
Commander is second-in-command, and is 
one rank junior to a Captain, who wears 
one stripe more. It is of interest to know 
that a Commander has the honorary title 
af “Captain,” this form of address being 


naval etiquette. In passing, it should be 
mentioned that a Captain of the Royal 
Navy ranks with, but senior to, a Colonel 
in the Army. 

The last straw, however, is provided by 
people who refer to destroyers us torpedo 
boats or ‘‘torpedoes.”’ A destroyer has a 
displacement of 1,000 tons or more and a 
complement of anything from 90 upwards. 
The days of the torpedo boat are ended, 
and, after the war, it is surprising that 
everyone does not realise exactly what a 
'“torpedo ' is; yet this “howler” is 
frequently made. 

I must turn, in conclusion, to that 
adored creation of the stage manager, “ the 
dear little middies,’’ represented by 
members of the feminine sex garbed in 
tight-fitting and ill-cut uniforms. Like 
the dress, the word ‘‘middy’’ goes no 
further than the stage. The well- 
developed, manly midshipman is known 
only as such, or as a ‘‘ snotty,’’ in the best 
circles.

DISSATISFACTION AT 
COUNCIL MEETING. 
ay mas 


Mrs. Maud Walsh presided at the first 
ortion of the meeting .of the Pembroke 
gs District Council last night. 

The Secretary (Mr. Joshua Manly) read a 
letter from the Committee of the Catholic 
Emancipation centenary celebrations, enclos- 
ing an invitation to the celebrations in June. 
Anu invitation was also to the 
Secretary. 

Mrs. Maud Walsh was unanimously ap- 
pointed to represent the Council. 
~ A letter was read from the law agents of 
the Council to state that the Circuit Court 
judge had awarded £150 for the damages 
done to the memorial drinking fountain in 
Herbert Park caused by a bomb explosion on 
last Armistice Day. 

_A letter was read from the Electricity Sup- 
ply Board, with a sp order under Sec- 
tion 29 of the Electricity (Supply) Act, 1927, 
constituting the Board the authorised under- 
taking for the generation, distribution, sale 
and supply of electricity in the Pembroke 
urban district. 

Mr. James Maguire, who was in the chair 
at this stage, said:—-“‘To my mind, the 
0 over of this station is a scandal. It 
would be all right if the Electricity Su ply 
Board were able to supply electricity from 
the Shannon scheme, and then take over our 
station and close it down. They simply 
walk in and take over what is a paying con- 
cern valued at £150,000. They do not give 
the consumers any idea of what they propose 
to charge for electricity. If the Pembroke 
Council were allowed to ca on as they 
were, there was every possibility that they 
would be able to supply electricity cheaper 
than it is at present.”’ 

Mr. Beckett said that if the Electricity 
Supply Board were going to charge them the 
same rate as in the City of Waterford, they 
in Pembroke would have to pay 100 per cent. 
more. K 

The Chairman—From the information 1 
Ma received, the Shannon scheme, instead 
of being a success, is going to be a whi 
elephant. The Board Ra im over Bath. 
mines, Pembroke and the City of Dublin 
electricity undertakings, and I think that we 
should protest in the strongest possible 
manner against such arbitrary action. How 
they intend to treat us we do not know. We 
are at their mercy, but, of course, it is up to 
the users of electricity in the Pembroke dis- 
trict, and if they do not get their supply as 
cheaply as we gave it to them, they have 
obviously other people to fall back on. 

Mr. Batt O'Connor, T.D., regretted ex- 
ceedingly that the present chairman had not 
been present when Mr. Brittain reported a 
satisfactory conference with the Chairman of 
the Electricity Supply Board. 

_ A CONFERENCE, 

The Chairman said that at a previous con. 
ference with Dr. McLaughlin and Mr. 
Murphy the Council's representatives had not 
been received very courteously. Their engi- 
neer had been practically jumped upon 
because he had looked after the township's 
snterests. 

Mr. O’Connor said that at their conference 
the Chairman had heen received very well, 
and was greatly impressed by the points put 
before him by the Chairman of the Electricity 
Supply Board 

The Chairman—‘‘ Our undertaking has now 
heen taken over, and, like the burial of Sir 
John Moore. ‘not a drum was heard, not a 
funeral note.’ ”' 

Mr. Nolan said that the action of the 
Electricity Supply Board was in accordance 
with the law of the land passed by the 
elected representatives of the people. 

The Chairman—li that had occurred a few 
vears ago, I know what would have hap- 
pened. J think there would have been a very 
different. story to tell. 

Mr. O’Solliven—That was where the mis- 
take was made. The whole question lies in 
the ballot hex.

POOR CHILDREN’S HAPPY 
HOME FROM HOME. 


To step straight out of the racket and dust 
of Meath street into the peace and spotless 
cleanliness of the Liberty Creche, Dublin, is 
& surprising experience. In a room filled with 
anything from twenly to thirty small 
children, the oldest of them not-more than 
five, the noise might be expected to be some- 
thing more than that of the ordinary 
nursery: on the contrary, it is rather less. 
These babes are too busy and happy to have 
anything to howl about. In their own homes 
rocking horses, bricks, engines and dolls are 
matters of rare occurrence, but in the creche 
there are enough to go round, and they are 
highly appreciated. 

Visiting the créche yesterday, after the 
annual general meeting of the Committee, 
with one of the members, we feit we had to 
speak almost in whispers, for fear of inter- 
rupting the important business that was 
being carried on by the small inmates of the 
play-room. Of course. some of the very little 
ones were asleep, and, perhaps, that is the 
only time they are really quiet: but the only 
tearful voice to be heard was that of a new- 
comer, who had not yet decided to regard 
Mrs. Bishop. the matron, as the best possible 
substitute for his own mother. 

The premises are as clean and shining as 
soap and water and elbow-grease can make 
them. There are no superfluous draperies to 
harbour dirt or germs. On the buff-coloured 
walls a frieze of farmyard denizens and cats 
and dogs is displayed for the amusement and 
instruction of the less juvenile members of

Members of the Dail and the Senate 
will get back to work to-morrow, when 
ene 1.eet after: the Easter 

yo n to-morrow and the 
Budget, which will be opened on April 
24th, there is likely to be a quiet spell 
in the Dail; for, apart from the com- 
mittee stage of the Housing Bill, the 
Superannuation and Pensions Bill, which 
deals with the position of ‘certain classes 
of resigned and dismissed members of the 
old Royal Irish Constabulary, and several 
private members’ motions, there will be 
little to excite big debates. 

In the Senate, however, members will 
have their time fully occupied for a week 
at least. In a long agenda there are the 
second stages of the Bank of Ireland Bill 
and the Cork Harbour Bill, the final stage 
of the Dublin Port and Docks Bridges 
Bill, the Censorship of Publications Bill, 
and the Legal Practitioners (Qualification) 
Bill, which proposes to make a competent 
knowledge of the Irish language obligatory 
on all future entrants to the legal pro- 
fession. The latter two measures will be 
strongly opagens from several quarters in 
the Senate, and every effort will be made 
by amendment to render them less 
objectionable.

TUBERCULOSIS IN LOUTH 


PATIENTS OBJECT TO VISITS 
BY DOCTORS. 


A complaint that people suffering from 
tuberculosis have a strong objection to the 
tuberculosis medical officer being seen visiting 
their houses was made at the meeting of the 
Louth Board of Health, when .it was an- 
nounced that the dispensary at Carlingford 
had been closed because there were not enough 
patients to justify the keeping of the medical 
officer there weekly. 

The Chairman (Mr. McGahon) said that 
the idea of people being ashamed to have the 
medical officer going to their houses was 
ridiculous and nonsensical. There was no- 
thing for people to be ashamed of in having 
disease in their families, but there was in 
people failing to take advantage of the means 
of cure provided for them. The Board of 
Health was doing its best to provide up-to- 
date means of prevention and curing of 
tuberculosis, and if people failed to take ad- 
vautage of these means he supposed they 
would have to die. The Board could not 
cempel people to try and get themselves well; 
it could cay provide the means for them.

ENNIS COMMISSIONER. 


RE-ELECTION IN ABEYANCE. 

The Town Clerk of Ennis (Mr. M. J. Car- 
mouy) already has stated that, as there had 
been no nominations for the Ennis Urban 
Council election, the retiring Commissioner, 
Mr P. J. Meghen, B.E., b.Sc., should be 
‘‘deemed to be re-elected.” 

When the old Urban Council was dissolved 
in 1926 the Free State Local Government 
Department asked the County Council to 
appoint a committee to take charge of the 
town. The County Council refused, and the 
Department then appointed a Commissioner. 
His term of office expired on April 1, and an 
election was ordered for April 11. A cam- 
paign by citizens of the town in favour of 
retention of the Commissioner ensured that 
there would be no nominations, and thus the 
election was made abortive. The Town 
Clerk’s reading of the law was that, in the 
circumstances, the Commissioner should con- 
tinue in office. 

The Free State Minister for Local Govern- 
ment does not, however, agree with the Town 
Clerk’s interpretation of the legal position. A 
letter has now been received from the Minis- 
ter, stating that the proper procedure is for 
the Town Clerk to notify the County Council 
of the position, so that they can consider the 
exercise of their powers under Article 7 in 
the schedule to the Local Government (Appli- 
cation of Enactments) Order, 1898. This 
means that, as in 1926, the County Council 
will be asked to appoint a small committee 
to administer the urban. affairs. Present in- 
dications are that the County Council will 
again decline the invitation, and, in deference 
to the wishes of the people of Ennis, will 
suggest to the Minister the re-appointment of 
the Commissioner. 


UNIVERSITY EDUCATION. 


VIEWS AT COUNTY CLARE 


COMMITTEE. 


At the monthly meeting of the County 
Clare Committee of Education the Secretary 
reported that the County Council had agreed 
to strike a rate of one farthing in the £ for 
scholarships during the ensuing year. The 
proceeds of the rate would amount to £340, 
and, in view of the smallness of the amount, 
he suggested that no University scholarships 
be awarded. 

Mr. J. Healy suggested that one Univer- 
sity scholarship be awarded, with special re- 
ference to electrical training. 

Mr. Hunt said that at present no Irish 
University gave a degree in electrical train- 
ing, and it was about time that the matter 
should be inquired into and arrangements 
made for the awarding of such a degree. 

Mr. P. J. MacNamara, B.A., said that, in 
his opinion, University education at the pre- 
sent day was a blind alley. Technical educa- 
tion and technical schools on a large scale 
were what was required for the progress of 
the country. With the small amount of 
money at their disposal, they were ouly 
touching on the bare fringe of the question. 
Therefore, he favoured the awarding of 
primary scholarships only this year and no 
University scholarships. 

The Committee decided to award four 
primary scholarships at £35 each and ten at 


£20 each. 


STEWART INSTITUTION.

A DESERVING DUBLIN CHARITY. 

Mr. John Garvey, O.B.E., D.L., presiding 
at the annual Council meeting of the Stewart 
Institution for Imbecile Children, held yester- 
day at 40 Molesworth street, said that he 
had always felt that in Dublin there were 
four charities well deserving of support. One 
was the Stewart Institution, and the others 
the Hospice for the Dying, the St. Vincent 
de Paul Society and the Hospital for 
Incurables. The St. Vincent de Paul Society 
gave every shilling that it received to those 
in need. The Stewart Institution was doing 
a splendid charitable work. in taking imbecile 
children away from their homes, where they 
could not be looked after, and placing them 
in an institution which was a school and not 
an asylum, where everything possible was 
done to improve them. He felt certain that, 
if the work that they Were doing was better 
known, they would have many more 
subscribers. 

He congratulated the managing committee 
on being able to produce a balance sheet 
which showed a surplus of income over ex- 
penditure. As they knew, the Institution 
was conducted on purely non-sectarian lines. 
and children of all denominations were re- 
ceived, (Applause. ) He proposed the 
adoption of the report. 


VALUE OF THE INSTITUTION. 

Mr. P. Grierson, seconding, said that the 
Institution stood not so much for the taking 
in of the helpless and hopeless children, but 
rather as an hospital and place in which to 
educate and train children that were likely to 
improve. It opened a hope of recovery, or 
weeny recovery, for these children, and he 
ooked upon the Institution as about the most 
worthy of support of any institution that he 
knew of in Ireland. He felt sure that, if the 
work done there were known to the public, 
much greater support would be forthcoming. 
(Hear, hear.) 

The report was adopted. 

On the motion of Mr. A. L. Blood, seconded 
by Mr. Bland, the thanks of the meeting 
were accorded to the lady county secretaries 
and other friends who had worked so actively 
for the benefit of the Institution. 

Votes of thanks were also passed to the 
chairman, to the medical superintendent and 


registrar. 
THE REPORT. 

The report showed that the subscriptions 
of 10s. 6d. and upwards amounted to 
£1,127 11s. 6d., being within £10 of the 
previous year’s total, while donations showed 
a considerable increase—£1,189 9s. 6d., as 
against £355 17s. 2d. for 1927. The expendi- 
ture on maintenance amounted to £3,142 
10s. 9d., which was slightly’ less than the 
previous year. The number of full pay pupils 
admitted without election were comparatively 
few compared with the large number of 
wholly and, partially free children in the 
Institution who have been successful by elec- 
tion, and for whose support subscriptions and 
donations are so urgently required each year. 
There was a credit balance of £259 19s. 6d., 
as against £330 1s. 6d. for the previous year.

At the meeting of the Water and Fire 
Brigade Committee of the Londonderry Cor- 
tion resteiáig, the Chairman (Councillor 
orbett) ed a warning to the public about 
the seriousness of the water shortage in the 


city. : 

in all possibility, he said, there might be 
some citizens who would regard the warning 
as a bit premature, and that the supply 
might be amplified by rain later on. At this 
time of the year the ordinary rainfall made 
very little impression on the reservoirs, as 
the ground, being warm and dry, absorbed 
all the water that fell. The rainfall for the 
months of January, February and March this 

ear was the lowest they had ever had, at 
east as far back as the Corporation records 
go. The total amount of water at present 
in stock was 241,710,977 gallons, and at the 
same date in 1911, a famine year, they had 
22,101,111 gallons in excess of that amount, 
while in 1919, another famine year, they 
had 41,232,287 gallons more than they had 
at present. 

In view of the gravity of the situation, it 
behoved all loyal citizens to use every means 
in their power to reduce the consumption as 
much as possible. 


SCENE AT ENNISKILLEN 
COUNCIL. 


THE RELIGIOUS ELEMENT 
INTRODUCED. 


There was an animated discussion at Ennis- 
killen Urban Council yesterday arising out of 
a report of the Town Improvement Committee 
that all overtime work a distributed among 
the members of the staff, and, upon this sub- 
ject, Mr. McLoughlin (Nationalist) had a 
motion that as far as possible night work and 
overtime’ work be given to men not on the 
Council’s staff. 

Mr. Jones (Labour) opposed the Committee’s 
proposal, and said that men enployed all 
night were not fit to work the next day. 
The Council’s workers had big wages, and 
this whole trouble arose over some of the 
men not getting a fair distribution of the 
spoils. They posed at that Council as the 
friends of the unemployed, and this work 
should be given to men who could not find 
work. 

Mr. George Elliott, jun., said that this 
opposition by Labour was all a matter of 
religion—— 

A SCENE. 

Mr. Jones, Mr. Kelly and Mr. McLoughlin 
jumped to their feet and demanded the with- 
drawal of this statement. Mr. Kelly said 
that it was caddish to make such an insinu- 
ation, and, despite the calls of the Chairman 
(Mr. Whaley, J.P.) for order, Mr. Jones kept 
on his feet shouting and gesticulating wildly. 

The Chairman reminded the Labour 
members that they had been given a good 
hearing, and it might be as well if Mr. Elliott 
would not impute motives. 

Mr. Elliott said that after the strike of the 
Conncil’s employés some years ago the Council 
took on their present staff, who had worked 
loyally, and they were entitled to the same 
privileges as their predecessors had under the 
Nationalists when they were in office. 

The Labour members refused to listen to 
this explanation. Mr. Jones said that they 
had heen called Socialists, and, if they were, 
they knew how to conduct themselves. 

Mr. Elliott said that that Council had built 
houses, and carried out schemes on a larger 
scale proportionately than any other Council 
in Ireland, and all to assist the unemployed. 

Mr. Kelly said that this matter arose out of 
a deputation which waited on Mr. Elliott, and 
Mr. Elliott denied that he ever had met such 
a deputation. 

Though pressed by the Chairman to with- 
drow, Mr. Elliott refused. 


OUTSIDE LABOUR. 

Mr. F. R. Browne said that there was 
something in what Mr. Elliott had stated. 
The Nationalists employed by the Council 
struck when they were paid 52s. a week, and 
when Protestant workmen did the work well 
for £2 a week Mr. Jones said that they were 
well paid, and that outside labour should be 
brought in for the night-work. They all re- 
membered the rows there were. Why all this 
heat? It was not for religion. The Labour 
members were not so touchy as they pre- 
tended. 

Mr. J. P. Gillin said that the Nationalist 
Council bad been mentioned; he was its 
Chairman, and the rule always had been to 
divide the work between Protestant and 
Roman Catholic. - 

The Chairman said that that always had 
been the rule, and was still, and it would be 
adhered to, as far as possible, by the Borough 
Surveyor and himself. 


THE VOTE. 

Eventually the question went to a vote, 
and the Committee’s recommendation to give 
the night work in turn to the Council’s own 
staff was carried by a large majority. 

The Chairman said that their meetings 
always had been conducted well and the 
members acted like gentlemen. 

Mr. Jones—Some are incapable of being 
gentlemen. 

Mr. M‘Loughlin said that when he tabled 
his motion he had no idea of religion in bis 
mind. 

Mr. Elliott—It would not be the first time. 

The Chairman called for order, and the 
next business was proceeded with.

UNIONIST CANDIDATE'S 
STATEMENT. 


THE CHURCHES’ REPLY. 


-“ 


Mr. G. C. G. Young, M.B.E:, who is Grand 
Master of the County Antrim Orangemen, 
was selected as the Unionist candidate for 
the Bannside Division of County Antrim in 
the Northern Parliament. After his selec- 
tion he made a reference to the attitude of 
the Orange Order towards the movement 
for the amendment of the Education Act. 

Mr. Young said that he was one of the 
deputation sent by the Committee repre- 
senting the Grand Orange Lodge of Ireland 
and the Protestant Churches to interview 
the Prime Minister and ~ Viscount Charle- 
mont on the subject. 

“ After a discussion, the representatives 
of the Orange Order were so disappointed 
with the attitude of several of the clerical 
members that we left, as it was perfectly 
plain that what was at the back of their 
minds was not the question of improving 
the Education Act, but ther to get Lord 
Craigavon and his Government into the 
greatest difficulty they possibly could.” 

The result was that the Grand Lodge re- 
presentatives had now severed connection 
with the Committee, and were going to 
take up the question themselves directly 
with the Frime Minister, and he had every 
reason to believe these negotiations would 
end in a satisfactory solution. 

UNITED COMMITTEE REPLIES. 

The United Committee of the Protestant 
Churches, in a reply, states :— 

With reference to the statement made by 
Mr. G. C. G. Young, M.B.E., on the sub- 
ject of the recent deputgtion of the repre- 
sentatives of the Protestant Churches and 
the Grand Orange Lodge of Ireland to the 
Prime Minister and Minister of Education 
on February 21, in which he is reported to 
have said that he was one of the deputa- 
tion, - we be permitted to say that Mr. 
G. C. G. Young, M.B.E., was not, present 
on the occasion of the deputation. He was 
Invited to attend, but wrote saying he found 
himself unable to do so, and expressed no 
opinion one way or other about, the memo- 
randum to be submitted to the Prime 
Minister, a copy of which had been sent, to 
him, nor did he offer any explanation of 
his absence. 

No exception was taken on the day oí the 
deputation, so far as we are aware, by any 
of the Grand Orange Lodge of Ireland 
representatives to what was said or done at 
the interview. On the contrary, at a joint 
meeting of the United Education Committee 
of the Protestant Churches and the Special 
Committee on Education of the Grand Orange 
Lodge of Ireland, held subsequently on the 
15th March, in the Church House, Belfast, 
the Moderator of the General Assembly 
presiding, at which there was & very ful! 
attendance of the members of the Grand 
Orange Lodge of Ireland Committee, the 
action taken by the spokesmen at the inter- 
view with the Prime Minister was unani- 
mously approved, and not a word of criticism 
offered by anyone. 


‘STRONG EXCEPTION.” 

At that same meeting of the Joint Com- 
mittees it was mutually agreed that, having 
regard to the restrictions imposed on the 
Grand Orange Lodge Committee by the terms 
of its appointment in June last, and having 
regard to the unexpected imminence of a 
General Election in Northern Ireland, that 
each committee should consider itself at 
liberty to take what action seemed best to 
safeguard those interests, which, in their 
opinion, ought to be the primary concern of 
any Government of Northern Ireland. What 
the Special Committee on Education, ap- 
pointed by the Grand Orange Lodge of 
Ireland in June last, may have since 
determined on is a matter on which only the 
members of that committee can speak. 

We must, however, take strong exception 
to the further statement that any section of 
the deputation “‘ wished to get Lord Craigavon 
and his Government into the greatest diffi- 
culty they possibly could.” The deputation 
to the Prime Minister was composed of 
proved friends of the Government, whose only 
desire was to see the grave situation in 
which the Protestant Churches found them- 
selves remedied. For fifteen months the 
Churches have been seeking privately for 
redress from the Government, and it is only 
the feeling that the Protestant cause was in 
grave peril that has compelled them to lay 
their case before the public on the eve of tire 
General Election. .

Receipts, therefore, including this addi- 
tional sum, to be raised by borrowing 
“or otherwise,” will be £487,741 in 
excess of last year’s yield. Tax revenue 
will be less by £444,000, on the assump- 
tion that Mr. Blythe makes no changes 
in the existing rates of taxation. Expendi- 
ture on the Supply services will be 
reduced from £21,416,505 to £21,241,430. 
Central Fund costs, on the other hand, 
will be increased from £3,978,129 to 
£4,199,220, largely in consequence of 
increased interest and sinking fund 
charges on the National Debt.. It seems 
that Mr. Blythe will find himself less 
than £500,000 in arrears, although he 
expected to be some £2,000,000 to the bad. 
The Minister's task will be easier than 
anybody had anticipated, and the pub- 
lished figures show that the Free State is 
in a perfectly solvent condition. 

More than £5,000,C90, however, must be 
raised by “ borrowing, or otherwise,”’ 
and, as there was only £748,568 in the 
Exchequer on March 30th, the Free 
State’s debt must be increased substan- 
tially. When Mr. Blythe introduced his 
last National Loan he was careful to 
explain that the amount which was issued 
was. only an instalment. It is quite 
possible, therefore, that he may make 
another appeal to the investing public 
during the next twelve months. At 
present the Free State’s debt is probably 
the smallest of its kind in existence. 
Since the establishment of the new régime 
an admirably conservative policy ol 
finance has been pursued, with the result 
that the taxpayer has been required to 
meet virtually all national expenses out 
of income. The two National Loans; 
which have been floated have achieved 
signal success, and the credit of the Free 
State stands high in the international 
money market. By the financial agree- 
ment of December, 1925, whereby the 
Free State was released from all responsi- 
bility for the service of Britain’s huge war 
debt, Mr. Cosgrave’s Government made an 
excellent bargain. Saorstát Eireann to- 
day is one of the very few countries in 
the world that have no war debt. Never- 
theless, she still is among the most highly 
taxed communities in the world, and it 
would be grossly unfair to ask her to 
assume fresh imposts. 

The truth is, of course, that the Free 
State cannot afford to pay taxes to the 
extent of more than £20,000,000 a year. 
Yet we realise that the Government has 
tried to save, and that, with the exception 
of large sums squandered on such things | 
as compulsory Irish, it has done a great 
deal to Jessen expenditure. Unfortunately, 
the general public is not yet ready for 
those drastic economies which alone can 
reduce the annual Budget to a figure com- 
mensurate with the national capacity to 
pay. It has not yet resigned itself to the 
fact that the British Treasury no longer 
is at the beck and call of Irish spending 
departments. During the last seven years 
the Free State has been administered 
according to the standards of expenditure 
that were established by the British 
Government in Ireland, and the people are 
loth to abandon them. Few of those who 
grumble against high taxes seem to pay 
the slightest attention to the fact that 
Ireland now is divided into two States, 
each of which has its own establishment 
and is trying to maintain British 
standards. Economically, Ireland still is, 
and must remain, a unit. Her gross wealth 
has not been increased since the changes 
of government, but, whereas formerly her 
people were required to support a single 
régime, now they must support it in 
duplicate. The over-taxation of Ireland 
to-day can be gauged only by the addition 
of the two Irish Budgets. Partition then 
appears in its true light as an expensive 
business. 


Britain’s Beef Supplies 


Within the next few years Britain will 
be obliged to find new sources of meat 
supply. Writing in The Times, Sir William 
S. Haldane shows that supplies from the 
Argentine Republic are shrinking. Nearly 
60 per cent. of the beef consumed in 
England is imported from distant lands, 
and no less a proportion than 40 per cent. 
is represented by Argentine beef. It is 
highly undesirable that the British people 
should be dependent for an essential food- 
stuff on a foreign people, especially in 
the event of warfare or of interruption 
in normal economic intercourse through 
other accidents of history. Imperial 
security requires that the Jargest possible 
proportion of Britain’s essential foodstuffs 
and industrial raw materials shall be 
produced within the territories of the 
British Commonwealth. It is desirable, 
therefore, that England shall be 
liberated from her present large de- 
pendence on South America for supplies 
of beef, and it is not wholly unfortunate 
that circumstances outside Britain’s control 
should arise to compel a reduction of tle 
imports from the Argentine Republic. The 
number of cattle in the Republic has: de- 
creased greatly, and it is known ‘hat great 
numbers of Argentine farmers are finding 
it more profitable to till their land than 
to raise beasts. Certain it is, as Sir 
William Haldane reports, that last year 
the number of beasts slaughtered in the 
Argentine /frigurtficos was 404,000 fewer 
than in 1927, dnd exports of chilled and 
frozen beef are said to have fallen by 24 
per cent. Another highly important factor 
has entered to lessen supplies available 
for the British market. For a long time 
the United States of America closed 
their ports to Argentine cattle, owing to 
dread of foot-and-mouth disease. Recently 
the ban has been relaxed, and it is likely

The Government's Plans.

The U.S. Coastguards. 


The latest developments in connection 
with the United States Coastguard 
Service—the attack on a Norwegian vess:- 
—excited much comment jn shippin- 
circles here to-day, and it is a matter : 
speculation whether the United States 
Government will not have to exercise 5 
stronger direction over the force than 's 
apparent at present. The United States 
Coastguard Service is one of the oldest 
services in the States, and for many years 
it not only maintained all the lifeboats 
with conspicuous efficiency, but also main 
tained cutters in the Atlantic which 
always were at the disposal of mariners 
in distress. Since the Titanic disaster two 
big cutters are on constant patrol on the 
look out for icebergs, warning ships by 
wireless as soon as they approach the 
danger area. Its position since the work 
of enforcing prohibition has become diffi- 
cult; for from a small and compact force 
it became a big fleet with destroyers, new 
cutters, with hundreds of motor launches 
and boats of various sizes. To man this 
fleet high wages and conditions such as 
sailor men had never dreamed of had to 
be offered, and a new class of seaman was 
admitted. 


A Shortage of Boys. 


Once upon a time the exhibition of a 
card “Boy Wanted’’ in a City window 
brought a string of applicants, but to-day 
such a card frequently remains unnoticed : 
for boys are becoming scarcer. This 
scarcity is general, though it is more 
marked in the West End than ip the East. 
Boys before leaving school ar. provided! 
with situations, so great is the demand. 
while the errand boy will soon >ecye 
quite a rara aris. It appears from ofhcial 
figures supplied by the Advisory Com- 
mittee on Juvenile Employment íor 
Marylebone and. Paddington that, while 
the number of juveniles between 14 ana 
18 years of age available for empleyment 
this year will he 18.002. the numbers wil! 
decline to 13,588 by 1941. The Committee 
fays that a shortage is inevitable during 
the next five years, especially in occupa- 
tions which offer no prospects.

‘HIDDEN: DUMPS. - 


C.LD. TRACKING’ THE 
CONSPIRATORS. 


From a CoRRESPONDENT. LATELY IN INpIA. 

The bomb outrage in the islative 
Assembly at New Delhi is a-fresh mani- 
festation of the existence of an anarchist 
element in India, a sinister offshoot of 


the Swaraj (Home Rule). movement, 


which has been publicly repudiated by 
responsible leaders of the Swaraj Party 
themselves. 

The British authorities in India have 
been aware for some years of the existence 
of an organised body of malcontents, who 
believe that in a general uprising on 
Russian lines lies India’s sole. means of 
achieving self-government. 


DRIVEN UNDERGROUND. 

Probably because. they doubt their 
ability to bring about rebellion on a 
sufficiently large scale, the  revolu- 
tionaries have confined themselves to 
what might be called petty outrages, and 
have found their activities severely cur- 
tailed by the vigilance of the police, who, 
by demonstrating in various ways the 
fact that their eyes are not shut to what 
18 going on, have succeeded in driving 
the. movement further underground. 

For their inside information the higher 
police officials are indebted to the 
thoroughness and astuteness of native- 
born officers, who risk sudden death by 
knife and revolver in getting it. 


AMMUNITION RAID RECALLED. 

Sympathy with the apostles of force is 
great, particularly in Bengal. “If the 
number of those with courage enough to 
take an active part is limited, an Indian 
police officer on political work will find 
many to betray him if he makes a false 
step. - Acts of vengeance against these 
officers have been almost the only accom- 
plishments of the revolutionaries up to 
the present, although they have achieved 
a number of minor coups, such as the 
theft of a large consignment of arms and 
ammunition from’ Calcutta Docks about 
five or six years ago. 

The murder, in 1924, of an inoffensive 
Englishman, while\ he was taking a walk 
before breakfast along Chowringhee, 
Calcutta’s main thoroughfare, revealed the 
existence of a plot to kill Sir Charles - 
Tegart, Commissioner of tr: Calcutta 
Police, who lived not far fron. the scene 
of the crime. The assassin, who, as he 
admitted at his trial, mistook his victim 
for Sir Charles, shot the man from behind, 
and to make sure of death poured bullets 
into his prostrate body. 

Sikh. taxi-cab drivers chased the 
murderer down a side street, and he was 
felled as he jumped on the back of a 
gharry (horse cab) by an Englishman, who 
seized a pole from an Indian constable. 


DUMPS RAIDED. 

_ The murderer, a Bengali student, still 
in his teens, named Gopi Nath Saha, re- 
vealed at his trial that some time. before 
he had Jain hidden in the Eden Gardens, 
Calcutta, ready to shoot down a European 
walking ahead, but refrained because he 
was not. quite certain that the man was 
Tegart Sahib. The man actually was the 
Police Commissioner. Saha died on the 
scaffold. 

Sir Charles’s reply was to pursue his 
anti-revolutionary campaign with increased 
vigour, and numerous raids took place on 
hidden arsenals, and surprising hauls were 
made. Another result of the Calcutta 
murder was the Viceroy’s ordinance, 
giving the Bengal police power to arrest 
are! detain political offenders | without 
rial. 


JURIES THREATENED. 

The ordinance enabled the authorities 
to tackle this task without the handicap 
of knowing that a prosecution in open 
court would inevitably fail, because of the 
fear of reprisals at the expense of the 
jury. 

Incidentally a bullet was fired through 

the wind-screen of the car of the only 
European member of the jury that con- 
victed Gopi Nath Saha. In this case the 
evidence against the accused was so over- 
whelming as to rule out acquittal by even 
the most apprehensive jury. 
_ More recently suspicions that foreign 
influences are fanning the flames of dis- 
content in India, have been more or less 
confirmed by a series of strikes in the 
great cities, and by the display of well- 
simulated animosity which has greeted 
the Simon Commission, a body which is 
in India, pdéssibly, to recommend further 
steps towards self-government. 

These outbursts of mob indignation. in 
India are never quite genuine, interest in 
politics among the masses being very 
much under-developed ; but with experi- 
enced agitators behind them may prove.a 
bigger: problem to the authorities than 
hitherto.

TAKEN BY AMERICA. 


Under the Dairy Produce Act creamery 
butter in the Irish Free State can reach a 
standard of merit that will entitle it to 
the National Mark. So far this has not 
been awarded, though the Free State’s 
butter exports have attained a level of 
quality equal to those of her keenest com- 
petitors. 

The use of the National Mark may be 
granted by Government licence only to 
those creameries which are maintained 
constantly at the highest pitch of efficiency, 
and produce butter which is up to the pre- 
scribed standard of excellence. 


EXPERTS IMPRESSED. 

In this connection bacteriological tests 
are of prime importance, and at the 
Butter-Testing Station of the Department 
of Agriculture elaborate arrangements 
have been made to have these. tests carried 
out under the most modern conditions. 
When delegates from the World’s Dairy 
Congress visited Ireland last year they 
were greatly impressed with work ~that 


| was carried on with a view to maintain- 


ing the improvement which has been 
effected in the quality of Irish creamery 
butter. , 

For many years a feature of the work 
has been a series of surprise competitions, 
in which creameries had to send samples 
of their butter to the station to be tested 
for flavour, texture and other points. 
These are being continued, but the samples 
for competition are selected by an -in- 
spector who visits each factory once a 
fortnight. so that there can be no pre- 
paration for competition only. 


AMERICAN’S TEMPTING OFFER. | 

The chief of the bacteriological labora- 
tory, Mr. P. A. Hansen, was found only 
after an eighteen months’ search, and. by 
reason of his high qualifications expected 
to have the National Mark in operation 
early this season. Under his direction 
special apparatus for the mass testing of 
butter for moulds, etc., was installed and 
is now complete. 

An. American. member .of the World's 
Dairy Congress, seeing the lines on which 
this officer was working, made him a very 
tempting offer and induced him to leave 
the service of the Department of Agri- 
culture. 


DEPARTMENT’S LOSS. 

This American said he had been looking 
for such a man for four years, and was 
prepared to pay handsomely for his skill. 
Tt: is understood that Mr. Hansen has 
gone as head bacteriologist to a big dairy 
combination in one of the Eastern States 
of America. As a result the Free State 
Butter-Testing Station is now without a 
chief bacteriologist, and the granting of 
the National Mark for butter must 
remain ovér until one has been appointed 
When an appointment is made some 
further time must elapse to allow the new 
officer to find his bearings. 

It is to be regretted that the State has 
lost the services of a highly competent 
officer in connection with one of its chief 
industries because of its inability to com- 
pete against a very tempting offer from 
outside.

THE DELHI OUTRAGE. 


‘EXAMINATION OF MOTIVES. 


‘In an editorial article upon the bomb- 
throwing in the Indian Assembly, The 
Tinies says :—It is quite certain that the 
two Communists—one of whom is said to be 
the nephew of the once-notorious Ajit Singh— 
meant to kill. The language of the “ Red 
leaflet’? which they dropped is explicit 
enough on “this: point. It proves that the 
crime’ was planned in imitation of ‘the outrage 
in the Palais-Bourbon in 1893, when the 
Anarchist Vaillant flung a bomb into the 
French Chambep. It also shows the in- 
spiration and the motive of the conspirators. 
The style is that of the Third International, 
slightly modified to suit Indiaw surroundings, 
but with ‘all the familiar phrases concerning 
‘‘alien: bureaucratic exploiters,’’ ‘* rendering 
the exploitation of man by man impossible, 
and the like, which the anti-religious theo- 
logians of Moscow repeat with such mono- 
tonous fervour whenever their disciples need 
inspiration. 

The motive is equally plain. - Sir John 
Simon’s incidental presence in the Chamber 
does not justify the association of this crime 
with the agitation against the Reform Com- 
mission; or even with what is generally 
known as the Manmad conspiracy, the 
principals in which are now under trial. 
Recent events—notably the arrest of a 
numiber of Indian Communists on charges of 
conspiracy against the King-Emperor, and 
the strange reluctance of the President of the 
Legislative Assembly to. sanction the renewal 
of the debate on the Public Safety Bill— 
suggest quite sufficiently why the _ con- 
spirators determined to attack the Govern- 
ment in the.Assembly. . Their crime was 
intended, no doubt, both to punish the 
Government for its belated attack on the 
Communist. revolutionaries, to terrorise those 
Indian parties which approve its action, and, 
perhaps, to cenfirm the President in his 
obstruction of the Public Safety Bill.

GUNBOATS IN PURSUIT.

SHANGHAI Monday. 
- Five Nationalist Government gunboats have 
promptly proceeded to Yochow (120 miles 
above Hankow), where their presence will 
prevent the retreating Wuhan forces from 
gaining access to Hunan by water. The gun- 
boats report having shelled the enemy at 
many points en route. 

The supporters in Hunan of the Govern- 
ment are taking elaborate precautions to 
guard all. strategic points, with the object of 
preventing the fugitive forces from entering 
the province by the land routes. 

Contrary to previous official reports, Feng 
Yu-hsiang’s contingent penetrated only a short 
distance into Hupeh. Other forces, however, 
have been sent in the direction of Shasi (on 
the Yangtze, 150. miles west of Hankow) to 
cut off the retreat of the Wuhan troops. 

The Chinese-Japanese Commission, which 
has been arranging the procedure for the 
taking over of Tsinan and the railway districts 
in Skantung, concluded its sitting to-day. The 
Chinese expect the almost immediate with- 
drawal of the Japanese troops from Tsinan, 
but Japanese information indicates that the 
evacuation cannot be completed in less than 
a month. 

Although the anti-Japanesé boycott is still 
active at particular points, the Japanese are 
satisfied that the situation has greatly im- 
proved.

LECTURE IN DUBLIN. 


A lecture on ‘‘Ghosts’? was’ delivered 
Jast night in the Scots’ Church Hall, Lower 
\bbey street, Dublin, by the Rev. A. Boyd 
Scott, M.C., D.D., Glasgow. The Rev. 
. —— presided, and the hall was 
tilled. 

The lecturer said that he supposed that 
the majority of those present had seen 
ghosts. He bad only seen one, and he was 
not sure whether it was male or female, 
vegetable or animal, (Laughter.) What 
was signified by the word ghost’’? 
He had looked up his dictionary and found 
that it was defined as “a disembodied 
Bpirit.”” “a spectre of a deceased person,” 
or ‘‘an apparition.”” That meant that a 
ghost was outside of oneself; that, while 
you could see it, it had not got a material 
dy. A ghost, in other words, held a half- 
way place between an invisible spirit and 
those dreadful things called ‘‘ elementals.” 
Ghosts were alleged to haunt certain houses, 
castles, graveyards, .. and, sometimes, 
churches. He was sure that every one 
there knew of some house that was 
“haunted.” The real truth of the matter 
was that it was due to hallucination. His 
own opinion was that a great many ghosts 
had been born in hallucination in that 
Kirange margin between wakefulness and 
sieep—on the way to become dreams. 

One theory of ‘‘haunting’’ was that a 
person murdered in a house came back in 
spirit and haunted the! scene of the trime. 
That was a most foolish and unintelligent 
theory. If they beligved that that uni- 
verse was governed in‘a reasonable way—

A REASONABLE THEORY.

That was not a perfect analogy, 
but it was sufficient to show that the floor, 
ceilings and walls of a room recorded a great 
emotional storm — such as when a murder 
took place.

Some time ago your 
correspondent heard an expert in the 
industry express the opinion that it would 
be better for all concerned if those 
interested in it relied upon their own 
genius and enterprise instead of looking 
for outside assistance. It will probably 
come to that in the end, and the men of 
the North: never yet failed when they had 
to depend on their own resources. 


A_VOICE FROM THE PAST. 


It is said that history has a habit of 
repeating itself, and in this connection a 
voice comes from the far-away past show- 
ing at least one way in which the linen 
industry may be restored, provided that 
the spirit of patriotism burns as brightly 
as it did in the days of old. Depression 
in trade is no new thing, and it need never 
be hopeless if all classes co-operate to over- 
come the difficulty. In an issue of the 
Belfast News-Letter of April 8, 1779, 
exactly one hundred and fifty years ago 
to-day, the following item of news 
appeared: ‘‘The history of Ireland 
furnishes many instances of the distin- 
guished patriotism of Irish ladies, parti- 
cularly those of Dublin, in the Ormond 
administration, etc. The fair, in our time, 
do not show themselves degenerate 
daughters pf these worthy females. 
Scarcely a woman is to be met with in 
our streets that is not clad in Irish 
manufactures. . Stuffs are worn by all 
ranks, so that a number of poor weavers 
who lately languished in poverty for want 
of employment have resumed their labours, 
and are enabled to diffuse happiness 
throughout their families. May this 
patriotic spirit diffuse itself throughout 
the kingdom.’’ This cheering paragraph 
was sent from Dublin to Belfast, and at 
the present day its message still speaks of 
hope and encouragement. 

In the North there are occasional 
‘‘ linen “weeks,” while futile slogans 
appear and disappear, but inferior foreign 
fabrics find favour all the time. The 
women of the province can do much to 
alter all this. Under the new franchise 
measure about 150,000 of ‘‘ the fair in our 
time’’ will go to the polls for the first 
time if they exercise their privileges, and 
politicians are vastly concerned in educat- 


If the same time, trouble and money were 
spent in advising them to restore 
prosperity by supporting home industry, 
the North would soon be revelling in the 
sunshine of peace and plenty. The 
example of old Dublin is worth considera- 
tion. 


A POLITICAL BOMBSHELL. 


A new element has appeared to disturb 
still further the Unionist leaders of the 
Six Counties, and with the approach of 
the general election the position of the 
opposing parties is becoming more and 
more perplexing. Surprise follows sur- 
prise, and the electors are amused as well 
as bewildered by the sudden changes i 
the political barometer. The Premier's 
é get fair,” predicted so happily some 
time ago, has not been realised, and 
storms are arising on all sides. The 
latest adventure into the Northern arena 
is by what is described as the ‘* New Con- 
stitutional Party ” of Great Britain, an 
organisation whose declared policy 1s, 
along with other things, the protection of 
British industry and the linen industry 
of Northern Ireland. 

It is pointed out that the failure of the 
Conservative Party to safeguard the linen 
trade has caused much suffering among 
the workers of Northern Ireland, as well 
as great financial loss to the business 
community ; and with the object of rectify- 
ing this grievance and as a protest against 
“ the ruthless manner in which war pen- 
sions to married ex-Service men have 
been cut down in Belfast,” it is proposed 
to contest all the seats in the city for the 
Imperial Parliament, as “no effective 
protest has ever been made by the sitting 
members.” This bombshell, has caused 
the utmost commotion in official circles ; 
for the programme outlined must have a 
strong appeal to the working-classes and 
to thofe who sympathise with the claims 
of disabled veterans of the war. In this 
case there can be no talk of merging the 
North into the Free State, nor can the 
sectarian issue be raised.

A CLERICAL AUTOCRACY. 


A very difficult problem confronts the 


tion controversy. Under the Londonderry 
Act, the clergy of the three principal 
Protestant Churches contend that they 
have not sufficient representation on the 
borough and regional education com- 
mittees, and demand that about half the 
membership of these bodies should be 
appointed by the Ministry from nomina- 
tions made by “ educational and religious 
interests.” This, of course, would abolish 
the right of the people to elect their own 
representatives and would probably lead 
to the re-introduction of the old indivi- 
dual and denominational control and the 
placing of the teachers again under the 
management of the clergy—a _ system 
which does not appeal to the mass of the 
people, as is evidenced by the fact that 
comparatively few clergy were chosen to 
serve on the committees, although they 
were perfectly qualified to be elected. 

The proposed amendments to the Act 
have been considered and generally con- 
demned by the Association of Northern 
Ireland Education Committees, and 
during the week-end a deputation repre- 
senting the Association discussed the 
subject with the Prime Minister and the 
Minister for Education. In this connec- 
tion it is stated that the Government is 
being urged by the Churches “ to dis- 
franchise the populace in favour of an 
autocracy of the clergy, combined with 
additional bureaucratic wer for the 
Ministry of Education.” It seems impos- 
sible to reconcile the conflicting interests, 
and one must sympathise with the 
Government in its task. One can also 
feel sympathy with the clergy, quite a 
number of whom were “ evicted’’ from 
the committees, as, of course, education 
was the care of the Churches when there 
was no one else to guard it. A compro- 
mise may yet be effected honourable to 
all concerned. In the meantime, the 
Orangemen have separated from the 
Churches in their demand, stating that 
the clergy were going too far. 


SOME PLAIN SPEAKING. 


Alderman J. W. Nixon, who was 
formerly a District Inspector of the Royal 
Ulster Constabulary, has a blunt manner 
of speaking which is very refreshing. As 
an Independent Unionist, he is contesting 
the Woodvale Division of Belfast for the 
Northern Parliament, and, at the opening 
meeting of his campaign, he derided the 
action of what, he said, was a self-elected 
selection committee in choosing an official 
candidate. There were twenty thousand 
electors in the division, he declared, who 
had never heard of the committee’s meet- 
ing, and he publicly challenged its right 
to act as it did. He also said they would 
be told that, if they did not vote for the 
official candidate, they would be put into 
the Free State, but, in his opinion, if 
they ever went into the Free State, it would 
be on “the votes of the people who broke 
the Covenant,’ and not through the Inde- 
pendents. 

That was a shrewd thrust; for the 
Unionist leaders responsible for that 
historic, but futile, document would rather 
it were relegated to the limbo of forgetful- 
ness. The Alderman laid about his 
opponents right heartily. Criticising the 
Ministry of Labour, he said that men 
were refused unemployment benefit on the 
grounds that they were “ not genuinely 
seeking work,” although he knew of men 
being turned down who had walked night 
and day looking for something to do. 
That, he said, was a low-down, dirty way 
of dealing with people; yet if anyone pro- 
| tested against the official party or pre- 
sumed to show the slightest independence, 
there was a cry of “ Hush, hush! You are 
disloyal.’” That was true enough some 
time ago, but no one pays any attention 
to it nowadays. 


“* PRIMITIVE 


TRIBES.” 


In these days of frothy electoral oratory 
the Free State serves a useful purpose in 
giving official candidates something to talk 
about when they have nothing very con- 
vincing to say regarding the North. It is 
to be expected, and, generally speaking, 
the criticisms are more picturesque than 
real. In this connection Me W. E. D. 
Allen. Chairman of Messrs. David Allen 
and Sons, Ltd., the well-known printers 
and billposters, has indulged in some 
flights of fancy- 

Chosen as the official Unionist standard- 
bearer for West Belfast in the Imperial 
Parliament, be painted a glowing picture 
of the British Empire in its power and 
glory, and then .informed his audience 
that the Irish Free State was like one of 
those ‘‘reserves’’ in the United States 
“they set aside for the Red Indians, 
primitive tribes who wished to retain their 
own particular way of life.” They all 
rejoiced, he went on to say, at any degree 
of prosperity and success the Southern 
people might attain in the small. sphere 
which they had chosen for themseives, but 
North and South were not Siamese twins 
destined to live and rot together in a 
forced, unfriendly and unnatural union. 
Mr. Allen evidently forgot that the Free 
State is a Dominion of the Empire that 
he praised, the youngest member of that 
far-flung family, and as such has equal 
rights and privileges with any other self- 
governing unit.

APPEALS FOR HEARING. 

There are thirty-six appeals listed for hear- 
ing in the Supreme Court, including two 
partly-heard cases and eleven new trial 
motions, and six standing for judgment. 
Une of the appeals standing for judgment 
relates to questions arising on the construc- 
tion of the will of the late Sir William 
McMahon, Bart., who was Master of the 
Rolls in treland from 1814 until 1857, 
Another is a County Cork appeal dealing 
with an inquiry for the next-ol-kin of Ellen 
Barry, late of Macroom, and the third 
affects an entry of a judgment mortgage on 
County Dublin lands. The fourth is in 
regard to a trade union case, imvolving 
alleged defamatory slander and conspiracy ; 
the fifth to the sale of Limerick lands, and 
the sixth to a claim to a right of way over 
a path at Ranelagh, Dublin. 

One of the appeals listed for hearing 1s 
by the defendants in the Erne fishery case, 
judgment in which was given by Mr, Justice 
Johnston in favour of the plaintiffs in the 
action last term. The plaintiffs, Major 
Moore, of Ballyshannon, and other members 
of the Erne Fishery Company, claimed a 
declaration of title to the several fishery 
in the tidal portion of the River Erne from 
the falls of Assaroe to the bar at Bally- 
shannon, under a Landed Estates Court con- 
veyance of 1869; and the defendants, a 
number of local fishermen and the Attorney- 
General of the Irish Free State, as represent- 
ing. the general public, disputed the title 
claimed by the plaintiffs. Included in the 
appeals are those of the defendants in the 
cases of Little and others against O’Brien, 
director and manager of the Excellence "Bus 
Service, and the Dublin United ‘Tramways 
Company, in connection with a collision at 
Fairview ; an appeal by the Galway County 
Council from a judgment in favour of the 
Great Southern Railways Company im an 
action regarding the repair of bridges; and 
an appeal by the Longford County Council 
m their action against the same company. 

COURT OF CRIMINAL APPEAL. 

To-day the Court of Criminal Appeal will 
sit in the Supreme Court to hear an appli- 
cation for leave to appeal on behalf of John 
Joseph Cox, who, at the Central Criminal 
Court, was convicted and sentenced to death 
on the charge of having murdered Jacob 
Kunz, a German foreman, who was employed 
on the Shannon scheme works, :

A DUBLIN TENANCY. 


JUDGMENT FOR PLAINTIFF. 
(BEFORE JUDGE GLEESON.) 

Judgment was given for the plaintiff in a 
ease in which Mrs. Mary Beauchamp sued 
Major M. J. Kenny for possession of the 
premises. 62 Pembroke road, let at £65 a 
vear. | 

On condition that afl rent was paid, the 
judge gave a stay of execution for three 
months. 

The prémises were held under an agree- 
ment, made in 1911, between the late Mr. 
Delaney, plaintiff's father, and Major Kenny, 
who came from Waterford to live in Dublin. 
The tenancy was for a vear, but Major 
Kenny desired that he should be left in 
possession as long as he paid the rent. Mr. 
Delaney put in the words ‘‘ or longer "’ after 
the term one year; and Mr. Bradley, of 
Messrs. W. G. Bradley and Son, for the de- 
fendant, submitted that the intention was 
that the tenancy should he a life tenancy. 

Mr. William Black (instructed by Messrs. 
Cartan O'Meara and Kieran), for the 
plaintiff, objected to the examination of 
Major Kenny as to conversations he had on 
the subject with Mr. Delaney. 

The judge decided not to hear evidence of 
the covversations, and added that the words 
‘or longer,” though they were not the 
words of a conveyance, merely meant that 
the tenancy might be continued from year to 
year. He could not hold that the document 
created a life tenancy, 


A RUSH MORTGAGE, 
(BEFORE JUDGE DAVITT.) 
Judgment was delivered in an _ action 
brought by John Donnelly, of Rush, Co. 
Dublin, eble seaman, plaiutift, against Mrs, 
Jane Covie, 44 Finan street, Dublin, adminis- 
tratrix of John Hoare, late of Rush, Co.

, Mr. M. R. Heffernan, T.D., was read at 
the meeting :— i 

“ Jn reference to your letter of 13th inst. 
regarding the recent bull inspections in 
Cappawhite and district, the position is that 
a joint inspection of bulls cannot bs arranged, 
and owners wishing to have their cases re- 
oonsidered must lodge an appeal in the usual 
manner within 14 days of receipt of the final 
notice of rejection, which will be issued on 
31st inst. to bull-owners goncerned. : 

“] might mention that the bulls offered 
for inspection at most of the centres in South 
lipperary and East Limerick were of a very 
poor type, and much inferior to the class of 
hull presented in poorer districts, such as 
Clare, Kerry and West Cork. The Department 
are satisfied, as a result of reports received 
from their own Inspectors, that the tem- 
porary inspectors concerned maintained a fair 
and reasonable standard, and that they are 
both competent judges of stock, as well as 
heing working farmers who know their busi- 
ness thoroughly. 

“It might be as well for me to warn you 
that farmers aftemptinig to retain unlicensed 
bulls in-contravention of.the Act render them- 
selves liable to heavy penalties.’’ 

SMALL PERCENTAGE OF PASSES. 

Mr, James Timoney said that for the big 
area Of Hollyford only twelve bulls were 
passed at the inspection, and nine of these 
were imported from the County Limerick. 
There was a general impression in the dis- 
trict, said Mr. Timoney, that the standard 
fixed was too rigid, and that the Minister’s 
attitude in the matter was very autocratic. 

Mr. J. O Dwyer was of. opinion that the 
farmers in the area should retain the bulls 
regardless of what happened. 

THE STANDARD OF QUALITY. 

Mr. J. L. Ryan, Chairman South Tip- 
perary County Council, said that he ques- 
tioned whether those at the head of affairs 
were fully competent to fix the standard of 
quality. J do not want to dictate to Mr. 
Hogan, suid Mr. Ryan,-but-I tell him 
plainly that J know as much about bulls as 
he does. (Applause.) I have been connected 
with the dairying industry all my life, and I 
know what a bull ought to be. Twenty-four 
years ago, before ever the Department came 
alovg, I raised the standard of bulls in Tip- 
perary district, and gave cash prizes out of 
my own pocket for the best exhibits.

It vould not be feasible to divide the 
country into compartments, and have one 
standard, say, for Hollyford and Cappawhite 
and another for the richer Jands of Cullen 
and Emly. They could not prevent the 
progeny of the bulls of one area passing into 
another area. If the Minister granted a re- 
inspection for Cappawhite and Hollyford, 
other districts with a similar grievance would 
‘iso demand re-inspections. He suggested 
that there should be an informal re-inspec- 
of the rejected bulls in the area held 
by a competent local judge of live stock such 
as Mr. P. L. Ryan, and that of the bulls 
which passed by this inspection a demand 
should be made, accompanied by the neces- 
Sary tee, for the Department to have them 
ve inspected by their appointed referees. 

Atter a long discussion it was decided to 
send a deputation to the Minister for Agri- 
culture to ask for a re-inspection, and to in- 
form him that future inspections should be 
held in April.

Dwarf Nasturtiums, or Tropwolums rather, 
make a brilliant bed at small cost if sown 
comparatively late, say, the end of April 
or inning of May, to the end of 
escaping « fate spring frost, and if—for 
there is another important “ if '’—hard, 
grinding soil, poverty of the soil, it 
enforces flowers, and flowers galore, 
instead of luxuriant foliage. With these, 
and under those conditions, one may have 
a gorgeous bed in scarlet, edged with 
gold, or vice versa, by simply dibbling 
in seeds six inches apart; but we must 
say the house sparrows must be guarded 
against, baving a penchant for allin ap 
the seedlings so soon as visible above 
ground; henee the necessity of a few 
lines of black thread woven on short 
stakes a few inches over the plantlets to 
scare the ‘* varmint.”’

PROFESSIONAL CHAMPIONSHIP. 
doe Davis, the holder of the title, and Tom 
Newman yesterday began a match of 18,000 up 
for the professional championship at Thurston's 
Hall, London, Last year Davis beat Newman by 
1,126 points, after having been twice runner-up 
to the Londonder, who six times has been cham- 
pion. Davis had the better of matters in the 
opening session, scoring 752 against Newmans 
577. There was a good deal of cautious play 
at the start, but eventually Davis secured contro! 
over the balls, and gave a fine exhibition in a 
break of 355, which was compiled almost ex- 
clusively at the spot end of the table. Prior to 
this innings Newman had a run of 56, which ended 
unexpectedly when the ex-champion missed a simple 
cannon. The next item of note was 76 by Davis. 
A little later Newman had 40 and 177: but the 
champion. went further ahead with 147. Newman’s 
best innings followed. He compiled a break of 
502, which contained some excellent strokes, and 
fifty-five close cannons were included. The session
